O A GREAT number of people the Easter 

season excels even that of Christmas in 

its spiritual character. The soul longs to 
exalt the One who “grew, and waxed strong,” 
attaining unparalleled spiritual character; and 
while it is not wholly clear to all people just how 
they can exalt Him, there is a very simple way to 
do this. Every person who changes his thought for 
the better exalts the Christ to some degree, Such 
a change in thought may be produced by many 
different means—prayer, observation, reading, lis- 
tening, meditation, or just plain thinking. As one 
learns to place a greater value on himself, to love 
his fellow man more, to understand life better, 
Christ is exalted in him. 

Quite frequently I hear someone say, ‘I have 
a clearer idea about that lately” or “I have a better 
understanding of that person or situation now.” 
Christ has been exalted in him. 

One woman told me that she is a completely 
different person than she was two years ago. She 
said that whereas she used to worry and live 
anxiously she has learned to enjoy long periods of 
peace, that when anxiety does start its undermin- 
ing work she knows how to reduce and temper it, 
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and that she knows she will soon banish it alto- 
gether. She says that she used to be annoyed and 
irritated at things that seem inconsequential now. 
She used to avoid recitals of other persons prob- 
lems, but now she finds she can not only listen but 
give help and comfort. Christ has been exalted in 
her. 

Somewhere along the way of our religious evo- 
lution we came to believe that to exalt Christ was 
to proclaim our belief in Him, to acknowledge 
ourselves publicly to be Christians, to call Him 
“Wonderful,” “Mighty One,” ‘Prince of Peace.” 
Yet it is highly improbable that He found gratifi- 
cation in this kind of exaltation. His greatest de- 
sire was to have us believe in the Truth that He 
taught. ““Believe in My teachings’ was His mes- 
sage rightly interpreted, not “Believe on Me” or 
“in Me.” Believe in My teachings and they will 
show you how to live happily, helpfully, and con- 
structively. Believe in Truth, and you will never 
find life futile or dull or beyond your power to 
master. 

Jesus Christ is worthy, more than worthy, of all 
the songs that have been written about Him, of 
all the poems that have acknowledged His di- 
vinity, of all the cathedrals that have been erected 
to His glory, of all the rituals that have centered 
around His name. Biographies and memorials of 
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the great are always in order, but should we re- 
member the teacher and overlook His teachings? 

Servicemen complained frequently during the 
war that much was said of Christ and the details 
of His life and little of Christianity. They wanted 
to know how to pray, what to think, what to be- 
lieve, what to do, what to expect in the way of 
divine help. They wanted to know how to adjust 
themselves to army discipline, army duties, army 
associations. 

All of us want to know the best and happiest 
way of life, and we shall find it not merely by 
believing on Christ but by believing the teachings 
of Christ. Our happiness cannot exceed our knowl- 
edge of the requirements of happy living. Our 
ability to get along with people cannot exceed our 
understanding of people, their feelings, desires, 
and aspirations. Our success in any field of en- 
deavor cannot exceed our knowledge and use of 
the elements of success. 

The general principles underlying the abundant 
life are given in the teachings of Jesus Christ, but 
by reason of the times and lack of recording facili- 
ties they were not given to us in elaborated form. 
We have been given briefly the injunctions to love, 
to forgive, to be humble, to be merciful, to be 
peaceful, to live abundantly. The ramifications of 
these teachings are given us daily in countless 
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ways. In no other age has so much been written 
and said about the inner workings of our mind, 
about human relations, about the intricacies of 
human behavior. Ministers, doctors, authors, 
teachers, playwrights are lending their efforts 
more and more to helping us understand ourselves 
and our fellow creatures. Also every experience 
that comes to us is a teacher. All of this, plus our 
own personal interest in learning and understand- 
ing, helps us live a fuller, richer life. 

It is not the circumstances of our life that make 
us or break us but our way of meeting them. One 
person may have a nervous breakdown over the 
disappointing outcome of a situation, while in a 
like situation another person remains compara- 
tively calm. Both may believe on Christ, but one 
believes His teachings enough to have formed a 
workable philosophy and faith to sustain him. 
He finds himself rich enough in spiritual and men- 
tal assets to carry on. Christ is exalted in him. 

Two men may fail in business and suffer similar 
losses. One is so bereft of hope and courage that 
he commits suicide. The other out of an accumu- 
lation of spiritual truth draws enough good 
thoughts to carry him through. Though he has 
failed in one endeavor he does not consider him- 
self a failure, and he starts all over again. Christ 
is exalted in him. 








Two persons may suffer the same kind of dis- 
appointment in their love or marital affairs. One 
is so disappointed and depressed that he shuts 
the door of his heart and mind to any possibilities 
of a repeated experience. He swears he will never 
permit such a thing to happen again, that he will 
live to himself, for himself, within himself; and so 
life for him becomes static. The other believes 
that in the whole world of people there are others 
with whom he can find companionship and happi- 
ness. Out of his disappointing experience he filters 
the good that was there, the understanding he 
gained, the knowledge he learned, adds them to 
his personality and character and thus makes it 
possible to attract greater blessings to himself 
than he has ever known. Christ is exalted in him. 

Until we know all we need to know about our- 
selves and others and life itself we should make 
the getting of such knowledge our hobby, our 
work, our profession, to be carried on in conjunc- 
tion of course with whatever else we are doing. 

On Monday we may with profit study the 
worker who arrives on the job grumpy and late. 
If we do not throw up a barrier of displeasure he 
may give us an opportunity to throw some light on 
his problem and to deepen our own understand- 
ing. We grow by vicarious experiences as well as 
by personal ones. On Tuesday we may give loving 
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attention to the temperamental child, wife, or 
husband and find that back of the temperament is 
a real soul need for love and closer companion- 
ship. On Wednesday we may discover that the 
thing someone said or did to us was not an ex- 
pression of malice at all but a desire, even a need, 
to bolster up his own self-confidence. On Thursday 
we may come to see that we need not hold so 
tightly to our good, for if it disappears in one 
form it comes back in another. So on through all 
the week we enlarge our love and faith and un- 
derstanding. In such ways do we exalt the Christ. 
One of the greatest needs of Christ-loving people 
is to know that in the living of a happy, well- 
adjusted life we are pleasing God. It has been 
thought that one must choose between Christ and 
the world and its people. But to love one is to 
love the other. To love both is to exalt the Christ.

EWSPAPERS nowadays carry long lists of 

advertisements for places to live, some 

offering rewards to anyone who will pro- 
vide such a place or information leading to it. The 
return of the war veterans, the increase of families, 
and the cessation of building during recent years 
produced a nation-wide housing problem. On ev- 
ery side is heard the all-important question 
“Where are we to live?” Unity has had many re- 
quests for help in prayer from persons desperately 
in need of a home. 

The wonderful thing about Truth is that it 
always offers answers to present-day problems, 
and the housing situation is no exception: Every 
day we hear of persons who have proved that 
practice of the principles of Truth is a sure way 
to find a home. 

How can prayer help one find a home when to 
all appearances there is none available? First of 
all, prayer does something to one’s state of mind. 
A family desperately in need of a place to live 
is more than likely to feel anxious and worried and 
frustrated. The members of the family are likely 
to feel irritable toward one another, toward the 
government, toward everyone who is comfortably 
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settled in his own home. To pray in faith to an 
all-providing Father dissolves anxiety, irritation, 
or feelings of hopelessness. If even one member 
of a family in need of a home can quiet his anx- 
iety through lifting his heart and mind in prayer, 
if through prayer he gains a feeling of faith and 
confidence and the assurance that all needful 
things, a home included, are being provided, he 
can do much to ease the tension of the rest of the 
family. A relaxed, happy, confident state of mind 
also makes one more open to guidance, to direc- 
tion, more receptive to good. 

Prayer quickens the mental processes, makes 
a person alert to opportunities, shows him the 
things ta do that will lead him to’ right answers. 
When you take your need of a home to God in 
prayer, you open yourself to guidance; you may be 
shown better ways of advertising for a home; you 
may be guided down the very street where your 
longed-for house stands; you may make contact 
with the person or persons who can help you 
locate a place to live. 

Sometimes a verse from the Bible proves in- 
spiring in a time of specific need. Often such a 
verse, although not meant to apply to a modern 
problem or need, seems so apt that it stands out 
in our mind as an answer when we run across it. 
In connection with the housing shortage this 
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statement of Jesus’ seems comforting and reassur- 
ing to me: “Let not your heart be troubled: believe 
in God, believe also in me. In my Father’s house 
are many mansions; if it were not so, I would 
have told you; for I go to prepare a place for 
you.” To me this says: ‘““This is my Father's world 
and there is a place for everyone. The Christ Spirit 
in man, in you and in me, goes before us to pre- 
pare a place for us.” 

For the present you may find it necessary to 
“double up” with another family, but you can 
make even one room or a part of a room a home 
by your determination to make the best of the 
situation, by your loving and co-operative spirit. 
Living conditions may be crowded and cramped, 
but your heart can be large, your mind can be free, 
your attitude toward life can be generous and ex- 
pansive. 

Before too long there will be suitable housing 
for everyone who longs for a home. But now, even 
in the face of the shortage, you can prove God's 
loving care, you can find a place to live, you can 
inject joy into your environment wherever or what- 
ever it may be.

about us, or even ourselves. 

When we love Truth, when we love perfection, 
when we set high standards for ourselves and 
others, we cannot always accept human short- 
comings philosophically, we do not always resist 
the desire to criticize—if not openly at least men- 
tally—any failure to conform with what we think 
of as right and good. While a critical mode of 
thinking is understandable, it is so detrimental to 
our own growth and development that we should 
not allow ourselves to fall into it. 

The way to overcome the tendency to be critical 
is to remember Christ’s admonition “What is that 
to thee? follow thou me.” Our business is to turn 
always to the Christ within for light and inspira- 
tion and to turn to Him for His love and blessing 
when critical and unloving thoughts rise up in us, 
to let His Spirit find free expression through us.
